Report  of  School  Nurse 

To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and 
Superintendent  of  Schools: 

There  have  been  very  few  cases  of  contagious  diseases 
reported  in  Gilmanton  during  the  past  year.  Two  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  a  very  few  cases  of  measles  marred  the 
record  last  Winter  and  Spring.  This  Winter  some  bad 
cases  of  tonsilitis  caused  anxiety  for  a  few  days  but  a  ton- 
sil clinic  in  the  Spring  will  end  any  further  trouble  for 
these  children. 

During  the  Summer  vacation  several  children  were 
able  to  have  tonsils  cared  for  at  clinics.  This  work  will  be 
continued  this  year.  Eleven  children  had  glasses  fitted  last 
year.  There  are  still  five  who  need  glasses. 

Once  again  about  70  children  needing  dental  atten- 
tion very  badly  were  unable  to  have  this  work  done  with 
no  clinics  available.  H  even  a  small  dental  clinic  could  be 
started  it  would  be  well  worth  while.  Experience  has 
shown  that  it  is  not  practical  to  attempt  this  work  unless 
some  organization  is  interested  in  backing  it.  The  neces- 
sary facilities  are  available  immediately  and  can  be  put  into 
o]>eration  at  very  short  notice  any  time  that  a  sponsor  can 
be  found. 
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Although  no  Federal  money  is  now  available  for  milk 
or  lunches,  hot  lunches  are  served  in  most  of  the  schools. 
This  service  is  very  beneficial  to  those  who  bring  cold  din- 
ners to  school  and  these  children  are  not  only  more  resistant 
to  sickness,  but  do  better  school  work. 

Several  children  with  special  health  problems  have  been 
watched  and  follow  up  work  done  in  the  homes.  Where  it 
was  necessary,  close  cooperation  with  Welfare  workers 
has  helped  solve  some  of  the  problems.  An  active  preschool 
Health  Service  in  Gilmanton  has  Ijeen  most  beneficial  to 
the  school  health  program.
